THE  great  problem  on  the  Foreign  Field  is  the  native  church. 
Around  it  cluster  all  the  thoughts  and  purposes  of  the  mission- 
ary. Every  phase  of  the  work,  whether  it  be  carried  on  in  the 
school  room,  hospital  ward,  or  chapel,  has  for  its  one  aim  the  winning 
of  souls  for  Christ.  It  is  very  important  that  the  Church  at  home  should 
provide  places  of  worship.  A chapel  in  a community  helps  to  win  the 
confidence  of  the  people.  It  is  also  an  outward  proof  of  the  staying 
power  of  the  Christian  religion. 

Some  years  ago  the  church  at  Yonezawa  was  destroyed  by  fire.  It 
has  now  been  replaced  by  a model  building,  the  first  floor  being  used 
foi  Kindergarten  and  Sunday  School  work,  with  a small  sanctuary  on 
the  second  floor.  The  cost,  about  $8,000,  was  provided  by  a few  friends 
at  home,  and  by  the  Forward  Movement.

Rev.  K.  Kodaira  is  the  pastor  of  Kanda  Church,  and  one  of 
the  leading  evangelists  of  our  Japan  Mission. 

Through  the  bequest  of  a widow,  amounting  to  over  $2,000, 
a parsonage  for  the  native  evangelist  at  Akita,  Japan,  was  made 
possible.  It  is  being  used  also  for  worship,  but  a church  is  an 
absolute  necessity.

THERE  are  71  Japanese  teachers,  67  Chinese  teachers,  79  Japanese  Evangelists  and  37  Chinese 
Evangelists  in  our  Missions  that  require  support.  Their  salaries  range  from  $100  to  $600.  This 
is  a splendid  way  to  invest  in  the  King’s  business. 


These  fine  graduates  of  our  schools  in  Japan  and  China  should  encourage  indi- 
viduals, societies,  Sunday  Schools  and  congregations  to  support  other  worthy  young 
men  and  women  in  their  studies.  It  costs  from  $50  to  $100  per  year.

THERE  are  20  villages  in  our  China  Mission  where 
we  have  Day  Schools,  like  the  one  at  Yunchi, 
but  they  lack  proper  buildings.  From  $2,000  to 
$5,000  will  pay  for  land  and  building.  These  Day 
Schools  are  feeders  to  our  Huping  Christian  College. 
Can  anyone  invest  money  to  better  advantage? 


DAY  SCHOOL  BUILDINGS  AT  YUNCHI 


A PLOT  of  ground  with  commodious  buildings  at  Yochow  City 
has  been  secured  by  our  China  Mission  for  a Model  Primary 
School.  This  building  was  formerly  occupied  by  soldiers.  For 
fear  of  their  return,  the  owner  was  willing  to  sell  the  entire  property, 
worth  about  $30,000,  for  the  small  sum  of  $6,000.  Is  there  not  some 
member  who  will  pay  for  this  needy  plant?

Permanent  tablets  will  be  placed 
in  these  rooms  for  contributors  paying  $500;  in  the  Assembly  Hall  for  a contribution  of  $5,000. 

Helping  to  educate  the  future  preachers,  teachers,  merchants,  mechanics  and  farmers  of  China  is  an 
opportunity  that  should  appeal  to  the  prosperous  men  in  similar  occupations  in  our  Church. 

The  Woman’s  Missionary  Society  of  General  Synod  is  providing  $20,000  for  the  Recitation  Hall  of 
the  Girls’  School  at  Shenchowfu,  also  in  course  of  erection.

THAT  was  a most  significant  gathering  of  about  40  representatives  of  four  of  the  large  Boards  of 
Foreign  Missions  in  America,  held  late  in  October  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia.  Our  Board  of 
Foreign  Missions  was  one  of  them.  In  the  face  of  the  present  upheaval  in  the  Near  East,  these 
representative  men  were  moved,  by  a faith  that  may  well  silence  the  voice  of  the  skeptic,  to  open  a new 
work  in  Mesopotamia,  the  land  between  the  Tigris  and  the  Euphrates.  This  was  formerly  under  the  con- 
trol of  Turkey  whose  Moslem  Government  has  always  been  so  unfavorable  to  the  presence  of  Christians  and 
the  promotion  of  Christianity.  Already  the  Reformed  Church  in  America  has  a missionary  in  Bagdad  and 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  North,  in  Mosul.  Our  Reformed  Church  and  the  United  Presbyterian  Church 
have  been  invited  to  become  partners  in  a Union  Mission  by  furnishing  at  an  early  date,  one  ordained 
married  man,  and  one  single  woman  missionary.  Bagdad  will  be  the  location  for  our  workers.  Here  is 
a rare  opportunity  for  the  Churches  of  the  same  historic  and  theological  heritage  to  unite  their  forces  in 
reclaiming  this  early  Bible  land  for  Christ,  now  in  the  iron  grasp  of  Moslems.  Our  first  missionary  should 
be  a man  of  the  type  of  our  pioneer  missionary,  the  Rev.  Benjamin  Schneider,  of  blessed  memory,  in 
Aintab,  Turkey.
